Never over tighten the suppressor to achieve aliment! The force acting 
against the threads and the washer shoulder on the end of the barrel will 
cause a stretching of the metal. This will disturb rifling at a critical point in 
the barrel. This critical aliment was set at the factory using washers of vari- 
ous thickness to achieve proper aliment. Removal of the suppressor is not 
recommended for any reason! if removed (during barrel replacement ог 
due to а damaged suppressor) it is required that the suppressor must be 


torqued to 18 to 24 foot pounds (20 is optimal) , using а factory wrench 
designed for this purpose. 
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LUBRICATION 


Important advice on the proper cleaning and lubrication of the АВ-15 / М-16 
rifle and the use of CLP "CLEANER LUBRICANT NAD PRESERVATIVE” 


FIRST-It contains solvents to dissolve the powder residue and carbon de- 
posits. The removal of this "DIRT" is critical to the longevity of the soft, light 
weight alloys used thought the construction of the AR-15 M-16 rifle. 


SECOND-It lays down a layer of TEFLON as it dries to provide lubrication. 
TEFLON is the all important barrier of lubrication needed to prevent dirt 
from becoming imbedded (like sandpaper) in the micro pores of the soft 
metal alloys. å 


THIRD-It prevents corrosion from forming. The teflon has а high surface 
tension allowing it to spread out and cling to the soft metal alloys preventing 
environmental and powder damage. | 


The АК-15 / М-16 has been the standard issue of American Military small 
arms for over 30 years! Extensive research and development has gone into 
its design, operation, care and maintance. It is today, the most reliable and 
effective small arm ever issued to American Military personnel.

PROPER USE OF "СІР" 


Always shake the bottle well before use as the {ейоп will separate from the 
cleaning fluids. 


Place enough to wet your cleaning rag, not saturated and dripping. 
Clean your rifle thoughiy until the patches and rags come out clean: 


Finally, using a clean rag, coat your rifle with a light coating of "CLP" to 
prevent corrosion and provide the necessary lubrication barrier. 


MOST IMPORTANT! Do not “dry clean" your rifle! Do not use hot water or 

other solvents or you will wash away the impeded Tefion lubricant that has 

been building up as a result of the use of "CLP". The 223 cartridge is а very 

fast moving bullet, if excessive "CLP" is left in the barrel's bore a damaging 

process known a HYIDROLLICKING will take place causing deformed ri- 

fling and bulging the barrel. я

Check function by dry firing without ammunition. 


SAFETY | 
Place the selector on safe. Depress the trigger, the hammer should not fall. 
Dry firing is not recommended. 


TEST FIRING 

Place 2 cartridges into the magazine, chamber a cartridge. Move the selec- 
tor to the fire position. Aim the firearm in a safe direction and depress the 
trigger, one cartridge should fire, loading the 2nd cartridge. Repeat as nec- 
essary. 


IF IN DOUBT 
Have the firearm checked by a competent, Federally licensed gunsmith 


Anytime you put away your AR-15 / M-16 it should cleaned and coated with a 
thin layer of gun oil. Long term storage (which I will consider over 1 year), 
should be preserved with a through cleaning followed by a thick coating of 80 
weight (+or-) gear oil as used in automobile rear ends and manual transmis- 
sions. If underground burial is intended а suitable tube can be manufactured 
from 6" PVC plumbing pipe with end caps. Or use the milifary surplus sonar 
buoy shown below for under ground use, with 4 1/2 gallons of gear oil. Every- 
thing will be like new! Put the pistol/rifle, some ammo, clips and би it up to the 
top with gear oil. Then use a whole tube of silicon sealer around the screw on 
cap.
